The principal difficulties arising out of the liquidation 
of the New York office are: 

1. What decision will be made by the State Department in 
respect to taking over the administration and servicing of 
Foreipn Nationalities. This agency can continue without any 
serious difficulty all of the existing services up to and 
including 31 December without necessitating any further reduction 
tn forces namely, five people. A change in the security setup 
however ^ould be Aecessary and Mr. Braatoy ha 3 agreed that they 
could manage with someone to make spot checks and also render 
normal courier service. This subject will be covered later on 

in the memorandum. 

Mr. Braatoy was in conversation with Dr. Lang er today 
and expects to be in Washington for conference Coionel 

McCormick, and it is suggested that you sit in on this meeting. 

2. Several things have developed from my visit with 
CJilonel McIntyre. It would appear that most of the ground work 
in respect to contract terminations has been completed. As a 

nf f ac t there are only 20 vendors who are involved in 
accosting or return of money or tools used in the manufacture 
of our materiel, and there are only about 30 contracts still 
open awaiting terminal information or agreement. However some 
of the files of this section have been forwarded to Washington 
fm- final action or payment and there is some complaint as to 
why more^expedltious^action is not taken at headquarters SSU. 

It does not seem to me that there will be any great 
hardship in contracting Colonel McIntyre s organization to the 
space occupied by six desks as some of his people are in the 
field constantly. Neither does it seem necessary at this time 
to transfer current activities to Washington. Thestatoment 
made this morning that the General Counsel is not the bottle 
neck at the present time still stands as I had a subsequent 
conversation^with Mr. McHugh on this subject, inasmuch as he 
stated in many instances he could bypass the General Counsel 
in cases where no great differences exist.

1. Hr* Eric Static, Chief of the New York Area teiephonicaily contacted 
me this morning stating that Ur. James R. Murphy, Chief X-2 Branch, wa3 in 

New York yesterday and requested that upon the closing of 635 Fifth Avenue that 
space be provided for Hiss Kathleen Heany and the X-E files at 610 Fifth Avenue. 

Hr. State indicated that he was bringing this to our attention in order that we 
would be cognizant of Murphy’s proposed plan and would bo in a position to 
determine whether space for an X-E representative was to be provided in the new 
location. Hr. State indicated that he was willing to have Hiss Heany moved into 
the new 3 pace if it was agreeable to this office. 

2. Mr. State also requested that we contact Lt. Robert Clark, Chief 
of the Security Branch, regarding the question of whether any security men should 
be retained in the New York area. He stated that Clark was of the opinion that 
security representation was needed there and that Colonel McIntyre, Chief of 
Special Procurement in New York, had indicated to him that he needed protection by 

the Security Office both day and night. Presently all three of the security men 
in New York are on 30-day termination notice on orders from Mr. Cheston. State 
believes that Foreign Nationalities Brench will also ask that some security 
protection be maintained in New York.

In compliance with your request of September 12th I have 
been conducting a survey of the New York area situation as it exists 
today and give you hereunder a resume: 

1. As I understand it you are already in possession of 
various memoranda written by my very able predecessor, Mr. Robert 
DeVecchi. I refer specifically to those of August 22nd addressed 

to Lt. Futzell, August 23rd to Mr. Cheston, August 28th to Mr. Louis 
Ream and Major Robert LeFebvre and August 31st to Lt. Putzell. In 
the last-mentioned memorandum Mr. DeVecchi indicated that the 
Rockefeller building had been given the required thirty-day notice 
on the space then occupied by my own unit. Also that on his de- 
parture I would be moving into the offices of the area chief. 

This has now been done and the relinquished space will actually 
be turned back to the building at the end of this month. The only 
other physical progress has been the completion of the transfer of 
the office of Services from the 31st to the 35th floor. 

2. As the New York office space picture looks at present 
the 3?th floor, 630 Fifth Avenue, is now housing the remaining 
personnel of SI, X-2, Transportation, Security, Services and the 
office of the Chief.

This is apparently 
slow nropress of contract terminations through the 
office of the General Counsel and I gather that Colonel McIntyre, 
while hopeful that he will be able to clean up his work by the 
first of the year, is now none too sure even of that effective 
date. However it is clearly understood as the situation now 
stands that there will be no space available after that date 
and that any further work would have to be carried on from 
Washington headquarters. Here again the local unit relies upon 
the area office of Services to a considerable extent. In this 
case however all but four of the personnel are in uniform and 
no lease cancellation is involved.

Steer Inc Equipment 



A very serious problem ha3 cropped up at Newark in resDect 
to certain special steering equipment ordered in November 1944 from 
the United States Navy. It involves fifteen units and apparently 
was ordered by Special Projects themselves verbally and without any 
clearance through Procurement and Supply. Twelve of the units were 
installed and later taken off and repacked ready for shipment back 
to the Ilavy. Most of these installations were completed by March 
of 1945. 

No bill had ever been received from the Nqvy until the 
23rd of September 1945 and, to the best of my knowledge, no request 
had been made of them for such a statement. The amount involved is 
something around $150,000. Upon receipt of this invoice Major Fannon 
took the natter up with Mr. ?JcHugh and he refused to have any part 
of it. However he did assist them in contacting a Captain Bell, 
liaison officer with the Navy, but as far as I was able to find out, 
nothing further has been done to clear up this situation. 

It i3 my suggestion that inasmuch as McHugh's office is 
involved in adjudication of bills and items in question, that his 
office givo every bit of assistance as the item involves consider- 
able money. It might bo possible that Captain Duncan, our Naval 
contact, will also help. As previously stated, if the Navy would 
accept the material and rebate any or all of the invoice it could 
be shipped to any designation immediately. 

Your advice on action taken by your office will be 
greatly appreciated.

Liquidation of Certain SSUWD

The situation existing at Newark Airport in respect to 
the disposal of equipment now on hand is as follows: 

The total personnel at the moment includes three officers, 
two warrant officers and fifteen onllafr e d Navy and Army enlisted men. 
Five are returning to Washington Monday next, the 22nd, five more are 
scheduled to return the week of the 29 th and the balance, with the 
possible exception of one accountable officer and one enlisted man, 
will be returned on or about the 5th of November. 

So far Captain Kruzemsk has succeeded in getting the Army 
Air Force to take up eight of the twelve boats originally on hand. 
Four others are on cradles and will be turned over at the rate of two 
each week. The reason for this delay is because all types of craft 
are being returned to this one station by the various Army Air Force 
installations and the Newark base is faced with a very serious 
personnel problem. 

Had a conversation with Colonel Roberts, Chief of Staff 
to General Kane, Commandant, and he i3 entirely cooperative and 
stated that a Colonel Moran was coming on from Wright^a Field next 
week and at that time he might be able to assist us further in our 
liquidation. 

Also talked to Lt. Grekke who has been designated to take 
care of the inventory and accept this equipment for the Army Air 
Force. He in turn states that he will do everything in his power 
to help us to discontinue this activity.

Expect to make a trip to Fort Hamilton on 
Sunday or Monday and check into procedure on returnees 
at this station. 

Hope that affairs in T/ashington are progressing 
as por schedule.
